^f*5%P^  Hat  whereas  your  Sacred  Majeftie,  eyer  fince 
your  happy  Acceffe  to  the  Imperial!  Crowrie 
v^E  T   ^    of  this  Realme,  hath  governed  your  People 
i with  fo  much  Juft  ice  and  moderation.that  all 
K  ^*^®M^   your  good  Subjefts  doe  beare  that  Reverence 
l^i^^^^f*    and  love  unco  yoiir  Sacred  Perlbn,  as  is  juftly 
due  to  fo  gracious  aSoveraigne;  And  your 
Majeftynext  to  the  Service  of  Almighty-God,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  his  true  Religion,  hath  preferred  and  maintained  the 
anuent  and  Fundamentall  Lawes  of  this  Ringdome  without 
Innovation. 

Yet  fo  it  is,  may  it  pleafe  your  moll  Excellent  Maje'ty,  tlut 
fome  malitious  Perfons  (*  who  are  as  yet  unknowne  to  your  fald 
Attorney  )  being  ill-afFefted  to  your  Majeftie,  and  to  your  hap- 
py Government,  and.  intending  to  raiiefalfe<  fcandalous,  andie- 
ditious  Rumours  again'!  your  Majeitie,  and  your  gracious  Go- 
vernment, have  of  late  wickedly  and  feditioufly  framed,  contri- 
ved and  written  a  falfe.,  feditious,and  peQilent-Difcourfein-thefe 
words  following;/ 
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The  Propofitions  for  your  Maje flics  ferv/ce  covtainsth  two  parts  * 
The  one  to  fecnre  your  ftatCiOndto  bridle  the  Pert'wacj  of  Parlia- 
ments. 

The  other  to  encreafe  your  Revennue  much  more  then  it  is. 

Touching  the  firft,  having  confidered  divers  meanes,  I  find, 
none  fb  important  to  %engthen  your  Ma  jetties  Regall  Authori-- 
tie  againft  all  dppcfitions  or  jraclifes  of  troublefome  fpirits,  and 
to  bridle  them,  then  to  Fortifte  your  Kingdome  by  having  a  For- 
treffe  in  every  chiefe  Towne  and  important  pi  ace  thereof  furni- 
ihed  with  Ordnance,  Munition,  and  faithful!  men,  as-  they  ought 
to  be,  with  all  other  cireumftances  fit  to  be  digefled  in  a  bufmefTe 
of  this  nature ,  ordering  withall  the  Trayncd  Bands  of  the 
County  to  be  united  in  one  Dependancie  with  the  faid  Forts,  as 
well  to  iecure  their  beginning,  as  to  fuccour  them  in  occafion  of 
fufpect  and  alio  to  retaine  arid  keepe  their  Armes  for  more  fecu- 
rity,  whereby  the  Countries  are  no  lefle  to  be  brought  into  fub- 
jeclion  then  the  Cities  themfelves,  and  confequently  the  whole 
Kingdome,:  Your  Majeftie  having  by  this  coude  the  power 
thereof  in  your  ownc  hands. 

Thereafonsofthefe  fuggefls  are  the fe. 

1 .  That  in  Policy  it  is  a  greater  Tye  of  the  People  by  force  and- 
Beceffitie,  then  meerely  bylaw  and  Affection  ;  For  by  the  one, 
the  Government  re^reth  alwayes  fure,  but  by  the  other  no  longer 
then  the  People  are  well  contented. 

2.  I'tforceth  obltinate  Subjects  to  be  no  more  prefumptuous 
then  it  plcafeth  your  MajehMe  to  permit  them. 

3.  That  to  leave  a  State  unfurnifhed,  is  to  give  the  bridle 
thereof  to  the  Subject,  when  by  the  contrary  it  reiteth  onely  in* 
the  Princes  hands. 

4.  That  moderne  fortrefles  take  long  time  in  winning  with 
fuch  Charge  and  Difficulty,- as  no  Subjects  in  theic  times  have 
meancs  probable  to  attempt  them. 

#  Tliat  it  is  a  fure  remedy  againft  rebellious  and  popular 
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Mutinies;***  againft  Forraignc  powers,becaufe  they  cannot  well' 
fucceed,  when  by  this  Cotirib,  *he  Apparent  meanes  is  taken  a- 
way  to  force  the  King  and  State  upon  a  doubtfull  fortune  of  a 
let  Battcll,  as  was  the  catifc  that  moved  the  pretended  Invafion 
againft  the  Land  attempted  by  the  King  of  Sgaiwjn  the  yeaie. 
1588. 

6.  That  your  Majesties  Government  is  the  more  fecure  by  the 
Peoples  more  fubjeftion,  and  by  their  fubje&ion  the  Gcntrie  or 
Parliaments  mult  be  forced  to  alter  their  flylc,  and  to  be  confor- 
mable to  your  will  and  pleafure;  for  their  words  and  oppofition 
importeth  nothing  where  the  Power  is  in  vour  Majefties  owne 
hands,  to  doe  with  them  what  you  pleafc,  Deing  indeed  the  chiefe 
purpofe  of  this  Difcourfe,  and  the  fecret  intent  thereof  fit  to  bee 
concealed  from  any  Englifli  at  all, either  Coun/eilour  of  State;or 
other ;  For  thele  and  divers  other  waighty  Reafbns. 

It  may  be  considered  in  this  placebo  make  your  M'ajefly  more 
powerfull  and  ftrong,  ibme  Orders  to  be  obferved,  that  are  uled 
in  Fortified  Countries.    The  government  whereof  imports  as 
much  as  the  States  themfelves,  I  meane  in-times  of  doubt  or 
fp  eft,  Which  are  thefe ; 

1 ..  lnfrimuy  That  none  weare  Armes  or  weapons  at  all,  either 
in  City  or  jCountrey,  but  fuch  as  your  Majeflie  may  thinke  fit  to 
privilcdge,  and  they  to  be  enrolled. 

2.  That  as  many  High-wayes  as  conveniently  may  be  done, 
be  made  pafTable  through  thofe  Cities  and  Townes  fortified  to 
conrtrainc  the  pafTengers  to  Travcll  through  them, 

3.  That  the  Souldiers  ofFortrelTes  are  fbmetimes  chofen  out 
of  another  Nation  ( iffubjefls  to  the  lame  Prince)  but  howloe-- 
ver  not  to  be  borne  in  the  lame  Province,  or  within  40.  or  50. 
miles  of  the  Fortrefles.and  not  to  have  friends  or  correlpondency ' 
neere  it.. 

5.  That  at  the  Gates  of  each  walled  Town  be  appointed  Of- 
ficers, not  to  iirffer  any  unknowne  Paffenger  to  palTe  without  a- 
Ticketihewing  from  whence  he  came,  and  whither  to  goe,  and

that  the  Gates  of  each  City  be  (hut  all  night,  and  the  KeyesJcept 
by  the  Major  or  Governour;  Alio  the  Inne-keepers  to  deliver 
the  names  of  all  unknowne  Paffcngers  that  lodge  in  their  Houfes, 
and  if  they  ftay  fufpirioufly  at  aay  tjme  to  prefcnt  diem  to  the 
Governours  ,  whereby  dangerous  perfens,  feeing  thefe  Qrift 
courfes  will  be  more  warieof  their  Anions,  and  thereby  mil- 
ch ievous  attempts  will  be  prevented. 

All  which  being  referred  to  your  Majefties  wife  confederation, 
It  is  meete  for  me  withalL  to  give  you  fome  fatisriction  of  the 
charge  and  time  to  performe  what  is  propofed,  that  you  may  not 
dedifcouraged  in  the  difficulty  of  the  one,  or  the  prolongation 
of  the  other  ;  Both  which  doubts  are  refolved  in  one,  and  the 
fame  Reifon,  in  re/pecl  that  in  England:  each.chiefe  Towne 
commonly  hath  a  ruinated  Cattle  well  leated  for  (trength  whole 
Foundation  and  Stones  remaining. may  be  both  quickly  repaired 
for  this ufe,  and  with  little  charge,  and  madeitrong  enough,! 
hope  for  this  purpoi'c  within  the  (pace  of  one  yeare,  by  adding 
withall  Bulwarkcs  and  Rampiersfjr  the  Ordnance,  according  to 
the  Rules  of  Fortification  ;  The  Ordnance  for  theie  Forts  maybe 
of  Ircm  not  to  dil-furnifhyour  Ma;efties  Navy,  or  to  be  at  a 
greater  charge  then  is  needfull;    To  maintaine  yearely  thefe 
Forts,  I  make  account  in  ordinary  pay  5000. men  will  be  luffi- 
cient,  r.nd  will  require  40000  pounds  charge />*r  annum,  or  there- 
abouts being  an  expence  that  infcriour  Princes  doe  unde.goe  for 
their  ncceffary  lafetie.  AU  which  pretention  added  to  the  invin- 
cible Seas-force  your  Majeftie  hath  already  and  may  have, 
will  make  ycu  the  mod  powerfull  and  obeyed  King  of 
the  world.-  which  I  could  iikewifc  confrme  by  many  examples* 
b/tl  omit  them  for  brcvitie ;  and  not  to  confufe  your  Majefty 
with  too  much  matter  ycurMajefty  may  find  by  the  fcope  of  this 
c;ilcourfe,theirxancs  (hewed  in  general!  to  brydleyour  Subjects, 
chat  may  be  either  difcontcnt  or  ob/tinate  ;  So  am  I  likewife  to 
conclude  the  fame  intent  particularly  againft  the  perverfnefle  of 
vour  Parliaments.-  as  well  to  fupprcfTe  that  perniuous  humour,  as 
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to  avoyd  dicir.oppofit'ions  agjinft  your  profit,  being  the  l'ccond 
part  to  be  dhcourfed  on  ;  And  therefore  have  Evil  thought  nVtor 
tetter  prevention  thereof  to  make  knowne  to  your  Ma  jetty  the 
purport  of  a  gencrall  oath  your  iubjefts  may  take  for  furc  avoyd- 
ing  of  all  rubbes  that  may  hinder  the  conclufion  of  thefc  bufincf- 
fes ;  It  is  farther  meant,  that  no  Subjeft  upon  paiae  of  high 
Treafon  may  refufe  the  iame  Oatrb  containing  onely  matter  of 
Allegiance,  and  not  fcruplcs  of  points  of  coiifciencc,  that  m 
give  pretence  to  be  denyed. 

The  ejfeftofthe  Oath  is -this. 

THat  all  your  Majefties  Subjefts  doe  acknowledge  you  to  be 
as  abfolute  a  King,  and  Monarch  within  your  Dominic  : 
as  is  amongft  the  Chriftian  Princes,  and  your  Prerogative  a > 
greats  whereby  you  may  and  fliall  for  your  (cite-,*  by  your  Majc- 
lties  Proclamation,  as  well  as  other  Soveraigne  Princes  doisg 
the  like>either  make  Lawes,  or  reverie  any-made,  with  any  other 
Aft,  fo  great  a  Monarch  as  your  felfe  may  doe,  and  that  wit!  - 
out  further  confent  of  a  Parliament,  or  need  to  call  them  at  ail 
in  fuch  cafes,  confirming  that  the  Parliament  in  all  matters  ("  ex- 
cepting Cales  to  be  fentenced  as  the  higheit  Court )  ought  to  fi;b~ 
mit  to  your  Majcfties  will  to- give  the  Negative  or  Affirmative- 
conclufion^  and  not  to  be  contained  by  their  Impertinencies  *o 
any  Inconvenience  appertaining  to  your  M-ajeftics  Regall  A  ir- ; 
thoritie ;  And  this  notwithstanding  any  bad  pretence  or  Cii- 
ftomexo  the  contrary  in  praclife,  which  indeed  .were  fitter  to  bee 
offered  to  a  Prince  Elcfted  without  other  right-then  to  your  Ma  - 
jefty,  borne  iucceffively  King  of  Enfland,  Scotland,  Trance va:id 
Ireland  and  your  Heirs  for  ever,and  io  refumed  not  onely  of  yo\  r 
Subjec-b,  but  alio  of  the  whole  world  ;  How  neceffary  the  dan- 
gerous Supremacie  of  Parliaments  ufurpation  is  to  bee  preven- 
ted. The  Example  of  Lewis  the  Eleventh  King  of  fr<aw*doth 
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•manifeft,  who  found  the  lik  oppofition,  as  your  Majefty  doth,  n 
and  by  his  wifedomc  fupprefled  it,  and  that  to  the  purpofe  here 
intended,  which  is  not  to  put  downe  altogether  Parliaments  and 
their  Authorities  being  in  many  cafes  very  neceffarie  and  fit,  but 
to  abridge  them  as  farre  as  they  fceke  to  derogate  from  yoHr 
MajeftiesRegall  Authoritie,  or  advancement  of  your  Great* 
nefle;  The  Caution  in  offering  the  afbrefaid  Oath  may  re- 
quire forne  poltcie  for  the  eaficr  paffage  at  firlt,  either  by  fingu- 
hr  or  particular  Traftation,  and  that  Jo  neere  about  one  time 
over  the  Land,as  one  govern mentinay  not  know  what  the  other 
intendeth,  fo  it  may  paiTe  the  eafier,  by  ha-ving  no  time  of  Com- 
bination or  Oppofition  ;  There  is  another  courfe  alfb  more  cer- 
taine  then  this  to  bring  to  pafTe  diis  Oath  eafily,  as  alio  your 
profit,  and  what  clfe  is  pretended,  which  here  I  omit  for  brevity, 
requiring  a  long  diicourfe  by  it  feife,  and  have  let  it  downe  in 
particular  Inftruftions  to  informc  your  Majeltie. 

The  fecond  part  of  this  Difcourfe  is  touching  your  Majefties 
Profit  after  your  l\ ate  is  fecu red,  wherein  I  fhall  obferve  both 
fome  reasonable  content  to  the  people,  as  alfo  confider  the  great 
cxpcnles  that  Princes  have  =now  a  dayes  more  then  in  times 
paU  to  mayntaine  their  owne  greatneffe  and  fafety  of  their 
Subje£ts,  who  if  they  have  not  wit  and  will  to  confider 
itfieir  owne  Intereft  lo  much  indifferently,  your  Majefticmufl 
repaire  their  defefts,  and  force  them  to  it  by  Compulfion: 
ibut  I  hope  there  fhall  be  no  fuch  caufe  in  points  fo  reafonable  to 
increafe  your  MajefHes  Revenues  ;  Wherein  I  fet  downe  divers 
meanes  for  ycur  gracious  Selfc  to  make  choyce  of,  either  All  or 
Part  at  your  pleafure,  and  to  put  rt  in  executio  n  by  fuch  degrees, 
and  Cautions,  as  your  great  wiledome  {hall  thinke  fit,  in  a  bufi- 
neffe  of  this  nature. 
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Imprimis , The  raft  meancs  and  courfe  intended  to  increafeyour 
Majefties  revenues  or  profit  witbaU  is  of  greater!  confequence,  and 
J  call  it  a  Decima,  being  Co  termed  in  Italy>  where  in  fbme  parts  ic  is 
in  ufe,  importing  the  tenth  part  of  aJI  Subjects  eftates  to  be  paid  as 
a  yearely  Renrto  the  Prince  \  and  as  wellmonied  men  in  Townes, 
as  landed  in  the  Countries,  their  values  and  Eftatescfteemed  jutUy 
as  it  is  to  the  true  value,  (yet  with  reafbn)to  pay  it ;  and  this  is  paicd 
yeerlym  money ;  Which  courfe  apply  d  \n  England  (or  your  Ma- 
jefties fervice,  may  lervein  (lead  of  Subfidie>,Fifteencs ,  andfuch 
like,  which  in  this  cafe  arefit  to  be relea fed,  for  the  Subjeds  benefit 
and  content,  in  recompence  of  thefaid  Decima  :  whi  h  will  yeeld 
your  Majefly  more  in  certainty  then  they  doecafiially  by  50000c 
pound  per  annum  at  the  leaft. 

2.  That  when  your  Majefty  hath  gotten  money  into  your  hands 
by  Ibme  courfes  to  be  fet  downe,  it  would  be  a  profitable  courfe  to 
encreafe  your  Sntrate,  to  buy  out  all  Eftates  and  Leafes  upon  your 
ownc  Lands,  in  fuch  fort  as  they  be  made  nolofers ;  whereby  ha- 
ving your  lands  free,  and  renting  them  out  to  the  true  value  as  it  is 
molt  inufe,  and  not  imployed  as  heretofore,  at  an  old  Rent  and 
fmall  Fines,  you  may  then  rent  it  out  for  at  leaft  foure  or  five  times 
rnoremoney  then  the  old  Rents  comes  unto:  So  as  if  your  Maje- 
fties Lands  be  already  but  6occo.pounds  per  annwj9by  chis  means 
it  will  be  augmented  at  leaft  200000.  pounds  per  Annum:  and  to 
buyout  the  Tenants  eftates  wil  come  to  a  fmall  matter,  by  the 
courfe  to  make  them  no  lofers,  confidcrlng  the  gainc  they  have  al- 
ready made  upon  the  Land.  And  this  is  the  rather  to  be  done,  and 
theprefent  courfe  changed,becaufe  it  hath  been  a  cuftomeufedmcer- 
Iy  to  cozen  the  King. 

3.  ltem>  Whereas  moft  Princes  do  receive  the  benefit  ef  Salt,  in 
their  owne  hands,  as  a  matter  of  great  profic,  becaufe  they  receive 
it  at  the  loweft  price  poflible,  and  vent  it,  doth  gain  double  yearly : 
The  fame  courfe  ufed  by  your  Majefty  were  worth  at  leaft  1 5  0000 
pounds  per  annum. 

4.  It  is  like  wife  in  other  parts,  that  all  Weights  andMeafurcs, 
either  in  private  Houfes,  Shops,  or  publikc  Markets,fhou!d  be  view- 
ed to  be  juft,and  fealed  once  a  yeere,  paying  to  the  Prince  for  it :

r.  Item,  Though  all  Countries  pay  2  Gabelh  for  transportation, 
and  To  hkcwiie  in  Snglard^ct'm  Spa;ne  there  is  Jrcpoli  upon  the 
Woolls;  wlich'iaEngUnd  is  fp  great  a  wealth  and  benefit  to  the 
Sheep- mafters,  as  they  may  well  pay  ycu  fivepound/^r  wr.ofthe 
true  value  at  the  ftieering,  which  I  conceive  may  be  wor:h  140000. 
pound  $er  annum. 

6.  Whereas  the  Lawyers  fees  and  gainesin  England  arc  eiceflive, 
to  your  Subjects  prejudice,  it  werebeuerforyourMajefty  to  make 
ufc  thereof,  and  impofe  on  all  caufe  fentenced  with  the  party  to 
pay  five  pound  percent,  of  the  true  value  that  the  caufe  hath  gained 
him ;  and  for  recompence  thereof,  to  limit  all  Lawyer:  Fees  and 
Gettings,  whereby  the  Subject  fhallfave  more  in  Fees  and  Char- 
ges, than  they  give  your  Majefty  in  the  (jabeRa:  which  I  beleeve 
may  be  worth  one  yeare  with  another  50000.  pound. 

7.  Whereas  the! n ncs  and  Victualling- Houfes  are  more  char- 
gable  to  the  Travellers  then  in  other  Countries,  it  were  good  for 
your  Majefty  to  limit  them  to  certain  Ordinaries  and  raiielfrcfidcs 
a  large  Imposition,  as  is  uled  in  lufcanyznd  ether  parts :  That  is,  a 
prohibiting  of  all  Innes  and  Vi&uahing.Houfes,  but  fuch  as  fhall 
pay  it;  and  to  impofe  upon  the  chiefe  Innes  and  Taverns  ten  pound 
aycereto  your  Majefty, the  worft  fivepoundprr  annum,2nd  allthc 
Alc-houfes  20.ftiillings  per  annum,  more  or.  lefTe  as  they  be  in  cu» 
fiomejof  all  forts  ,there are  fo  many  in  England,  that  this  Import 
may  well  yeeld  loccccpound  per  annum  to  your  Majefty. 

8.  Item,  In  Tufcany  and  other  parts  there  is  a  Gabella  of  all  Cat- 
tell,  or  Flefh  and  Horlcs  fold  in  Markets, paying  3. or  4.  per  Cent,  of 
what  they  are  fold  for  ;  which,  by  conjecture,  may  be  worth  in 
England 200000  pounder  annum  ,  ufing  the  like  Cuftome  upon 
Fifh, and  other  Victuall  fBrcad  excepted  ;  )  and  for  this  caufe  all 
Flefh  and  Fifh  and  Victuals  in  the  Market  to  be  prifed,  and  fold  by 
waight,  whereby  the  Subject  faveth  more  in  not  being  cozened, 
.then  the  impofition  iroporteth  them. 

^J%€m%\xiTu[c4wj  isufeda  Taxation  of  7. per  Cent,  upon  all 
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Alienation  6f  Lands  to  the  true  value  ;and  ^IfoJ  per  Cent  upon  all 
Dowries  and  Marriage-monies;  the  like  if  it  wereufedin  England 
were  worth  at  leaft  iooooo.  pound  per  annum ;  with  many  other 
Taxations  upon  Mcale,  and  other  Merchandizes,  in  all  Towne*  as 
well  as  PortTownes, which  here  I  omir, with  divers  others,  as  not 
Co  fit  for  England.  A  nd  in  fatisfaclion  of  the  Subject  for  thefe  Taxes , 
yourMajeHy  may  be  pleated  to  releafcthemof  Ward-fhips,and  to 
en/oy  all  their  cftates  at  eighteen  ycers  old,  and  in  the  mcane  time 
their  profits  to  be  preferred  for  their  owne  benefit.  And  alfoinfor. 
feituresof  Ell  aces  by  condemnation,  your  Majefty  may  releafethe 
Subject  ;  as  not  to.  cake  the  forfeitures  of  their  Lands,  but  their 
Goods,  High-Treafon  onely  excepted  ;  and  to  allow  the  counfcll 
of  Lawyers  in  cafe  ©f  life  and  death  ;  as  alio  not  to  be  condemned 
without  two  wicnefTcs ;  with  fuch  likebenefits,  which  import  much 
more  their  good,then  all  the  Taxations  named  can  prejudice  them* 

10.  Item,  That  fome  of  the  former  Taxations  ufed  in  Ireland  and 
Scotland^  mayeafily  bebrought  aboutby  the  firft  example  there- 
of ufed  in  England ,may  very  well  be  made  to  encreafeyour  revenue 
there  more  than  it  is  now  by  2  oeooo.pcund  per  annum. 

11.  Item>  All  Offices  in  the  Land,  great  andfmall,  in  your  Ma - 
jeftiesgranc,  may  be  granted  with  condition,  to  pay  your  Majefty 
a  partyeerly,  according  to  the  value;  this  in  time  may  be  worth 
(as  I  conceive)  ioocoo.  pound  per  annum  ;  adding  aifo  Notaries. 
Atturnies,  and  fuch  like,  to  pay  ibme proportions  yearly  towards 
it,  for  being  allowed  by  your  Majefty  to  pradife,  and  prohibiting 
clfcany  topra&ifcin  fuch  places. 

1 2  Item,  to  reduce  your  Majefties  houfhold  to  bord-wages ,  as 
moft  other  places  do,  referving  (bmc  few  Tables :  this  will/ave  your 
MajeftiedoGooT  per  annum  >  and  cafe  greatly  the  Subject  befides, 
both  in  Carriages  and  Pro vifion,  which  is  good  reafon  that  your 
Majefty  in  honour  might  doe  it. 

13  Ium  ,  I  know  an  allured  courfe  in  your  Majefties Na vie, 
which  mayfave  at  leaft  $00/00  Y  per  annum,  which  requiring  a 
whole  difcourfc  by  it  felfe,  1  omk;onely  doe  promife  to  doc  it  when*, 
fb  ever  you  command. 

14  Item,  whereas  you  Majefties  Lawesdoccommandtheftri<fl 
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keeping  of  Failing  daycs,  you  may  allbprohibitethofedaycs  toeat 
Egg:s,Cheele,  or  white-meates  ,  only  to  fuch  as  are  contented  to 
pay  eighteen  pence  a  ycere  for  theliberty  to  eat  them  ,  and  the  bet- 
ter fore  tenne  fhillings ;  the  employment  of  ihis  may  be  for  thede- 
fence  of  the  Land,  in  maintaining  of  theNavic,  Garrifcns,  and 
fuch  like,  much  afterthe  fafhion  of  the  Crufado  in  Spaine,  asyour 
Majefty  knoweth  being  firft  begun  there  under  the  pretence  to  de- 
fend the  Land  againft  the  CMeores,  and  the  fame  ulcd  in  England, 
may  very  well  yeeld  one  yeere  with  another  i  ooooo  1"  without  any 
difguft  to  any,  becaufe  it  is  at  every  ones  choice  to  give  it  or  no. 

15.  Laftly,I  have  a  courfc  upon  the  Catholikcs,  and  very  fafe 
for  your  Majcfty,  being  with  rheir  good  liking,  as  it  may  bee 
wrought,  to  yeeld  you  prefendy  atieait  :ooooo  1  ft  r  annum  Joy 
railing  a  certaine  value  upon  their  lands,  and  form!  other  Impofici* 
ons,  which  requiring  a  long  d;fcourfe  by  it  fclfe  >  I  will  omk  here 
letting  itdownc  in  my  Inlku&io::s. 

It  will  fave  your  Majefty  icoroo  V  per  annum ,  to  make  it 
paine  of  death,  and  confifcarion  of  Goods  and  Lands,  for  any  of 
the  Officers  to  cozen  you,  which  now  is  much  to  be  feared  they  dc, 
elfethey  could  not  be  fo rich  ;  and  herein  to  allow  a  fourth  partof 
the  benefit  to  him  that  (hall  finde out  the  cozenage  ;  here  is  no: 
meant  Officers  of  State,  as  the  Lord  Trealiircr,  &c.  being  Officers 
of  the  Crowne. 

The  fumme  of  all  thisAccompt  amounteth  to  2200000 
armnm,  fuppofe  it  be  but  one  Million  and  ahalfe,  as  arTu  redly  y  cur 
Majcfty  may  make  by  theiecour(fes  fetdown  ,  yet  it  is  much  more 
than  Ipromifedinmy  letter  for  your  Jyjajellies  iervice,  befides  fome 
fiimmes  of  money in  the  preient  by  the  courfes  following  : 

Imprimis,  By  the- Prince  his  Marriage,  to  make  all  theEarles  in 
England  Grandesi  (as  in  Spahi)  and  Principi ,  with  fuch  like  Privi- 
lcdges,and  to  pay  20000.  pound  a  piece  for  it. 

2.  As  alio  if  you  make  them  Feodataries  of  theTowns  belonging 
totheirEarkiomes  if  they  will  pay  for  it  befides  a$  they  do  to  the 
King  of  Sfaintm  the  Kingdom  of  Naples. 

j.  And  fo  likewife  Barons  to  bee  made  Earles  and  Peeres 
so  pay  tenne  thoufand  pound  a  piece  ,  I  thinke  this  might 
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yceld  "Jooooo  I',and  oblige  them  furc  to  your  Majetty. 

4.T0  make  choice  of  2  00  of  the  richeft  men  of  England  of  eftate, 
that  be  not  Noblemen, and  make  them  Tttn/ati.as  is  ufed  \v\Napl  s-y 
And  paying  for  it, that  is,a  Duke  30000 r,aMarque(fe  1 5 ccol\an 
Earle  iccoo  r,aBaronor  Vifcount  5000I'.  It  isto  be  understood, 
That  the  ancient  Nobility  of  Barons  made  Earles  are  to  precede 
thefe  as  Peeres,  though  thefe  be  madeM^rqueiTes  or  Dukes:  This 
may  raifc  a  million  of  pounds,  or  more  unto  your  Ma  jetty.  To 
make  Gentlemen  of  low  quality,  and  Francklins,  and  Farmours, 
Efquircs  to  precede  them,  would  alfoyceld  yourMajetty  a  great 
fummc  cf  money  in  prefent.  I  have  another courfe toyecld  your 
Ma  jetty  at  Icatt  300000  Tin  money,  which  as  yet  the  timeferveth 
nottodifcovcr,  untillyour  Maje^y  berefolved  to  proceed  in  fome 
of  the  former  courfes,  which  till  then  I  omit.  Other  courfes  alfo 
that  may  make  prefent  money,  Iiliallttu^y  for  your  Ma  jetties  ler- 
vice5and  as  1  finde  them  out,  acquaint  you  withail, 

Lattly,  To  conclude  ail  this  difcourfe,  by  the  application  of  this 
courfe  ufed  for  your  profit,  It  is  not  only  to  make  you  the  richeR 
King  that  ever  £/5g/<Whad,  but  alfo  thefafety  augmented  thereby 
to  be  mott  fecure  ;  befides  what  is  fhewed  in  the  firtt  part  of  this 
difcouixe,  I  meaile  by  the  cccafion  of  thefe  Taxations  andraifing 
of  moneys,  your  Ma  jetty  fhall  have  caufe  and  meanes  to  employ 
in  all  places  of  the  Land,  Co  many  Officers  and  Minifters,to  bec 
obliegcd  to  you  for  their  own  good  and  Interett,  as  nothing  can  bee 
attempted  againft  your  Perfon  or  Royall  Eftate  over  Land,  but 
fome  of  thefe  (hall  in  all  probability  have  meanes  to  finde  it  out 
and  hinder  it :  Befides,this  courfe  will  repreiTe  many  diforders  and 
abufc  in  the  publike  Government ,  which  were  hawd  to  be  difco- 
vered  by  men  indifferent.  To  prohibite  gorgious  and  coftly 
Afparrcllto  be  wornc,  but  by  Pcrfons  of  good  quality  ,  fhall  fave 
the  Gentry  of  the  Kingdome  much  more  money  than  they  fhall 
be  Taxed  to  pay  toyour  Majefty. 

Thus  with  all  humility  I  take  my  leave,  and  kiffe  your  gracious 
hand,  defiring  Pardon  for  my  Error  I  may  commit  herein. 

The  which  falle,  fed  itious,  and  malicious  DHcoutfeand  writing, 
fo  framed^contrived  and  written,  as  aforekid,,  the  Authors  thereof 
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intended  mould  be  divulged  and  dlfperfed ,  as  if  the  fame  had  been 
entertained  by  your  Majefty,  with  purpofe  to  be  put  in  execution, 
thereby  to  raiie  feares  and  jealoufies  in  the  mindes  of  your  good 
Subjects, that  your  facred  Majelty  had  a  purpofcto  alter  and  inno- 
vate the  ancient  Lawes  of  this  Kingdomc,  and  the  ancient  manner 
and  Forme  of  the  Government  thereof,  and  to  draw  all  things  to 
be  diipofcd  of  at  your  Majeliies  absolute  will  andpjeafure,  and  to 
command  and  difpofc of  cftates, goods, and  revenewsof  your  Sub-  * 
jccts,or  fuch  part  or  Portion  thereof  as  your  felfepleafed  without 
the  confent  of  your  Subjects  ,  and  to  make  and  repeale  Lawes  and 
Statutes,  by  your  Majcities  Proclamations  only ,  without  con- 
tent of  Parliament,  and  that  to  over  awe  and  opprelTe  ycur  fubje»5ts 
youpurpofed  to  place  and  maintainc  Garrifons,  and  Fortified 
CaftJes  and  Places  in  a  Warre-like  manner  in  all  the  Principall 
Cities  and  Towns  in  thisyour  Kingdome. 

Which  if  it  fhould  bee  believed  by  your  People,  could  not  but 
raiie  infinite  difcontentsamongft  them,  the  confluences  whereof 
might  becxtreme,  and  almoit  of  inevitabledanger  to  your  Ma- 
jeftics  Per/on  and  Stare,  and  to  the  whole  Frame  of  this  Kingdom  , 
and  to  the  great  difhonour  of  your  Majcftie ,  which  all  and  every 
yourgoodandloyall  Subjects  are  in  their  duty  and  allegcance  to 
your  Majefty  bound  to  prevent,  to  the  uttermoft  of  their  Powers, 
and  to  diicover  to  ycurMajefty,or  fome  of  your  Privie-CounceU,or 
other  Magifrrate3aJJ  fuchfauc  and  feditious  difcourfes  and  writings 
whenfoevet  they  (hall  come  to  their  hands  or  knowledge. 

NcverthelciTe,fbme  forgetting  that  duty  which  they  owe  to  your 
gracious  Majetfy  their  liege  Lord  ,  and  intending  to  further  and 
cherifti  thoiefalic/candalous,  and  feditious  rumors,  whereby  mat- 
ter ofdifcord  and  (lander  might  grow  bctweene  your  Majeftie, 
the  great  men  of  this  Kingdcme  and  your  People  ;  and  not 
regarding  the  great  dangers  and  cvill  confequences  thereof, 
having  gotten  the  faid  Difcourfc  or  Writing,  or  fome  Copie 
05  Copies  thereof  imotheir  hands,  at  fcverall  times  within  the 
ipaceofeightmoncthsnowiaft  part,  did  make  or  write ,  or  caufed 
to  be  made  or  written,  fcverall  copies  thereof,  and  amongftrhem- 
fclvcs,and  alfo  to  and  amongft  many  others,  ha vepubliffied,  divul- 
ged, 
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ged,and  difperfcd  the  fame,  to  the  great  and  infufFcrabJe  icandall 
and  difhonour  of  your  Ma  jefty,  and  of  your  moft  juft  and  gracious 
Government ;  and  none  of  them  before  fuch  publication  thereof  did 
make  thcfime  known  to  your  Ma;efty,  or  any  of  ycur  Privie 
Councclljorany  other  lawful!  Magiftratc,  as  in  cJuiy  they  and 
cvei  y  of  them  ought  to  have  done. 

Inconfiderationofali  which premifes,  for  as  much  as  the  faid 
fpreading.publifhing,and  divulging  cf  all  fuch  fcandalous  and  ma- 
licious tales, newes,and  tumours,  and  not  making  the  fame  knowne 
to  your  Majefly  or  your  Privie  CouncelJ,  or  other  Msgiftratc,  is 
contrary  tothe  good  Lawes  and  Statutesof  this  your  Realm,  and 
contrary  to  the  duty  and  Allegeance  that  they  owe  to  your  Maje- 
fty;  and  for  that  the  venome  thereof  may  by  this  undue  meanes  be 
difperfed  and  infufed  in  and  unto  many  others,  in  and  through 
whofe  hands,  thole  falfe,  feditious,  and  mahtious  Papers  and  Wri- 
tings have  or  may  come  :  and  for  that  the  danger  thereof  is  exceed- 
ing great,  and  may  be  of  infinite  ill  confequence,  ifintime  thefarne 
be  not  prevented,  and  fore.vample  andterrour  to  all  others  be  not 
feverely  punifhed : 

May  it  therefore pleafc your  mod  excellent  Majefly  to  grant  un- 
to your  faid  Atturney  your  Majefties  moft  gracious  Wi its  of  Sub- 
poena, to  bedire&ed  to  fuch  as  have  divulged  it ;  commanding  them 
at  a  certain  day,  and  under  a  certain  Paine  therein  t©  be  contained, 
pcrlbnally  to  be  and  appearc  before  your  Majeftie,  and  the  right 
Honourable  the  Lords  and  otliersof  your  HighnefTemoft  Honou- 
rable Privie  CouncelJ,  in  your  HighnciTc  Court  of  Star-chamber, 
then  and  there  to  anfwere  to  the  premifes,  and  toftand  to  and  abide 
fuch  order,  direction, fentence,  and  decree  therein,  as  to  your  Ma- 
jefly ,and  the  faid  Lords  and  others  fliall  be  thought  moft  meet  and 
agreeable  to  Juftice.
